CRITICAL STAGE. 


Such is tbe Labor Situation at 
Cleveland. 


Five 
Conipanici« of Miliiia at tbe 
Brown Hoisting Works-ArrrNts 
Made TbiN Slornin;;. 


CLEVELAKD, O., Aug. 3.—The labor 
situation in this city is again at a criti- 
cal stage today. One hundred and fifty 
non union men went to work at the 
Brown hoisting works this morning 
They were guarded by four companies 
of militia and a large force of police. 
A big crowd of union men were près 
ent but no outbreak occurred The 
p(^ice and soldiers kept the ^strikers 
moving and would not permit them to 
stand in one place more than a few 
minutes. 


Tbe big sympathetic strike move 
ment, which has been threatened ever 
since the strike at the Brown company 
works began eleven weeks ago was in- 
augurated this morning. 
Eighty seven 
men employed by the Van Wagoner & 
Williams company, hardware manufac- 
turers, laid down their tools and walk- 
ed out of the works. The men said 
their only grievance was their sym- 
pathy for the Brown Hoisting com- 
pany's men, and that other employes 
would soon follow their lead. 


Committees were sent out to other 
factories along the Lake Shore to notify 
the men that they were called out on 
strike. 
One of the leaders of the Van 
Wagoner strikers said that they would 
demand of Mayor MoKisson that the 
non-unionists be disarmed and if this 
was refused the strikers would arm 
themselves and compel 
the non- 
unionists to give up their weapons, by 
force if necessary. 


Shortly be'ore 
noon 
Director of 
Police Abbott ordered another com- 
pany of militia to the Brown works, 
making five companies in all. The 
director said that he had received 
private information which satisfied him 
that the condition of affairs was far 
more serious than appeared on the 
surface. 


A crowd of union men gathered at 
the corner of Hamilton and Belden 
streets this morning and when ordered 
to disperse refused to do so. 
Lieuten- 
ant Thompson and a squad of police 
charged on the crowd and took into 
custody several of their number. They 
were taken to the Second precinct 
station and charged with violating the 
sidewalk ordinance. A big crowd fol- 
lowed the patrol wsgon through the 
streets and more arrests were threat- 
ened, but none were made.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 3 — A private 
telegram today from Pittsburg says 
Walter Crafts was found dead in bed in 
a hotel this morning in that city. He 
is president of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank of Columbus. 
C. D. Firs- 
stone, of the Columbus Buggy company, 
which failed on Saturday, is a director 
and small stockholder of the bank. 
Cashier Albery, when asked whether it 
was a case of suicide, said marks of 
violence were not found, nor was there 
an evidence of a drug being taken. 
Mr. Crafts' standing in Columbus for 
uprightness was unsurpassed. 
The re- 
port of his death is heard with profound 
regret and great public int^est. The 
bank officers say that the buggy com- 
pany had only 110,000 of the bank's 
money, hence the theory of suicide is 
scouted.

HtAdreds of strangers enjoyed the 
beauties of Robison park yesterday. 
They came from the towns and cities 
along the lines of the Pittsburg, the 
Lake Erie and Western and tbe Find- 
lay, all of which companies made a low 
rate for that occasion. 
The Pittsburg 
brought in 883, of which 432 came 
from Lima and points this side and 
451 from Plymouth, Warsaw, Columbia 
City and othef places west of Foit 
Wayne. For the accommcdition of 
these people the Pennsylvania ran 
special trains. 
The Lake Erie and 
Western brought in about 125 people 
and the Findlay about the same num- 
ber. 


At the park a most entertaining pro- 
gram was carried out and the visitors 
from abroad, as well as those from the 
city, found enjoyable features at every 
turn. The Consolidated Street Bail- 
way company is to be commended for 
the cleanness of the day's program. 


The only deplorable circumstance in 
connection with the day's happenings 
was an accident which occurred at the 
bridge which spans the canal not far 
above Centlivres At about 8:45 o'clock 
a car manned by Motorman Cox and 
Conductor Love jumped the track on 
the short curve at the north approach 
of the bridge, and several people were 
seriously, though not dangerously in. 
jured. 


At this approach there is a twenty 
foot embankment, with the canal on 
one side and the river, some distance 
away, on the other. 
Motorman Coz 
was running his car at the "fourth 
notch," an average speed. He had 
bean accustomed to locating the bridge 
by an electiic lamp which is suspended 
to the left of the bridge, but for some 
unknown reason this light was not visi- 
ble, although it was burning all right 
on his previous trips. Cox knew he 
was nearing the bridge, l^ut did not 
know he was so close to it. 
Instead of 
governing his speed by the light thrown 
from the car's headlight, he was look- 
ing for the missing electric light, and 
before he could realize the situation 
the car had swung around the sharp 
curve with a violence that threw it off 
of the track and onto the one which 
parallels it. The car ran on the bridge 
several feet and stopped, lying cross 
wise over the tracks. 


The passengers injured were Mrs. 
Frank 
Rider, of 23 West DeWald 
street; Mrs. Frank Riblet, of 483 Har- 
rison street; Mrs. Peter Fiynn, of 292 
Calhoun street; T. J. Schüler, and a 
child named Zorbaugh, The car was 
about half filled with people, but none 
of the others suffered anything more 
than a temporary shock. Mr. Schüler 
was thrown to the bottom of the em- 
bankment, into the canal, and received 
injuries to his back which today con- 
fine him to the bed, although he was 
able to walk home from the corner of 
Calhoun and Main streets last evening, 
Drs. Myers and Hetrick attended him. 
It is ^bought he will be able to attend 
to his business in a day or two, Mr. 
Schüler conducts a saloon at the corner 
of Columbia and Harrison streets. 


Mrs. Riblet and Mrs. Rider 
fell 
upon the bridge and were seriously 
bruised and thoroughly frightened. 
Mrs. Flynn was cut about the head and 
sustained bruises about the body. 


The passengers, injured and un- 
injured, were transferred to another 
car and brousht to the city. The 
wreck delayed traffic to and from the 
park for an hour. 


Only an extremely unnatural order 
of things caused tbe accident, as the 
company has taken every precaution to 
avert dis.a8ters at this point. 
Superin- 
tendent Stanton has warned his men to 
be cautious at all curves and especially 
at this one.

"Hon. Thomas R Marshall, of Colum- 
bia City, Ind , has been In Petoskey

Rink 
Saturday £venin|c--I>i8cnssion 
of the Silver Question. 


Ex-Congressman B. F. Shively, the 
democratic candidate for governor of 
Indiana, spoke at the democratic rati- 
fication meeting, at the Princess rink, 
Saturday night, to an audience that 
nearly filled the immense building. 
His speech was a splendid handling of 
the political issues of the campaign. 
He is an eloquent and forcible speaker 
and the large audience present gave 
him their interested attention through- 
out the delivery of his address. 


The meeting at the rink was pre 
ceded by a parade of the members of 
the Loyal Hall democracy and other 
democrats, preceded by the City band, 
through a few of the streets and they 
escorted Mr. Shively to the rink where 
he was given an ovatic^ as be ascended 
the platform, on which were Mayor 
Scherer, J udge Lowry, Judge O'Rourke, 
ex-Mayor Muhler, James M. Robinson 
and others. 
The speaker was intro- 
duced by Mayor Scherer. 


The speech of Mr. Shively was a prac- 
tical discussion of the' financial ques- 
tion, which, he said, was the prominent 
issue in the present campaign, and he 
devoted the most of his time to an 
argument in favor of the free coinage 
of silver, this being the principles of 
the party as enumerated in their plat- 
form made at Chicago. 


The monetary system of this govern- 
ment, he said, had been established by 
the fathers of the republic after study, 
ing and examining all others. They had 
rejected gold monometallism, 
silver 
monometalligm. paper currency and 
had established gold and silver hi 
metallism. In 1792 the coinage laws 
were enacted and the fi rst money was 
coined. 
These laws remained in force, 
with one or two slight changes affecting 
the ratio, until 1873, when, without 
consulting the people, congress de- 
monetized silver. 


This demonetization, he contended, 
had been the means of destroying the 
parity between the metals and led to 
the financial and business depression 
through which the country has passed. 
He explained what free coinage was, 
declaring that it was not favorable to 
mine owners, but was a necessity of 
the whole people. 
Silver had been 
demonetized after eighty years of coin- 
age and circulation on a parity with 
gold in this country. 
At a time when 
the people were weighted with an 
aggregate of billions of debts of all 
classes, the country with no warning, 
was thrown upon the slender founda- 
tion of a gold standard. 
Gold at once 
depreciated and silver proportionately 
went' down and with it began the 
business depression. 
Give to silver its 
former rights and this condition of 
things would be changed and better 
times for the laboring masses, and the 
business and the commercial world 
would come again. 


Our candidate for congresp, Mr. 
James M. Robinson, was then called 
and spoke brii fly, and after the close 
of the meeting, Mr, Shively was greeted 
by hundreds of citizens who came 
forward to shake him by the hand.

One of the

President Cleveland should adopt Thb 
Sentinil's suggestion to "redeem, 
offer toJredeem.greeQbacks in silver coin 
under his legal option to redeem them 
either in gold or silver coin (for he has 
no right to pay them in either) wheth 
it would 
have the effect of put 
ting all treasury dealings upon "the 
present depreciated footing of silver 
coin." 


We answer without the slightest hes 
itation that it would not. Instead of 
that, such action by the president would 
tend to restore all treasury transactions 
to the legal footing of payments in gold 
or silver coin at the option of the gov 
ernment. 
This would be practical bi 
metalism. And the effect of the first 
exercise of such option would be to 
stop the run on the treasury with 
greenbacks, not for payment, but for 
gold, and to appreciate the silver coin 
age. The exercise of the government 
option to exchange silver for green 
backs can in no wise be considered as a 
refusal to pay, because both the holder 
and the government know, or are pre- 
sumed to know, that, under the law, 
the greenback can not be paid until it 
is the pleasure of the government that 
it shall cease to exist. When that 
time comes, if ever, it will be time 
enough for the government to make 
arrangements for something else in 
place of it. 


As a matter of fact, no one has the 
lawAil right to demand either payment 
or temporary redemption of a 120, or 
other denomination Of greenback at 
the treasuiy, any more than he has the 
right to demand payment of a 120 gold 
piece. And this for the reason that, in 
contemplation of law, they are both 
equally money and^ unlimited legal 
tender for payment of both public and 
private debts. 


Such being their legal status, and no 
arrangements having been made by 
law for temporary or intermediate re- 
demption of grëenbacks by exchange 
for other forms of money, they must bé 
content to Mcept ss ai courtesy whi^ 
cannot be claimed as a right. 
And as 
soon as the true legal status of tie 
greenback becomes generally appréci 
ated, the appreciation of the silver coin 
in value will be found to coincide with 
it, until it shall attain its accustomed 
pUce of parity, if not of premium over 
gold;

The uselessness of attejmpting to law 
righteousness into anybody is shown in 
the fate of the variQ.ua antipooling and 
long and short haul laws th¿t have been 
enacted to keep railway corporations 
from agreeing tm a monopoly of freight 
and passenger rates, to the disadvantage 
of the people. The decision of Cnited 
States Circuit Judge Wheeler of New 
York in a recent so called joint traffic 
question makes ifc practically legal for 
railroad companies to so agree on freight 
rates that there shall be no competition 
between them. Another decision of a 
United States court affirms that the in- 
terstate commission cannot make freight 
rates for railroads and that the "long 
and short haul" law does not apply to 
lines combined in one continuous routa 
It is not quite clear, therefore, what is 
left of the interstate commerce lawa-»-

he and all his fellow employees had to 
wear heavy beaver hata They were not 
allowed to sport a mustache and on 
Sundays were obliged, in honor of the 
day, to put themselves into white trou- 
sers.

Pennsylvania Farmer's Qaeer Experience. 


Eckenrode Has Kigiit Tons of the De- 
Btroyera—Thinks He Will Use Them For 
Fertilizing PurpoRes. 


Cosmus Eckenrode of Pike township 
was in Reading, Pa., the other day and 
gave the details of a most extraordinary 
oceurrenco which happened upon his 
farm recently. Mr. Eckenrode has a 
potato patch of about an acre and one- 
half near the western line of his farm, 
adjoining tlM3 land of Samuel Kender- 
dine. This place was so infected with 
potato bugs tliat, several weeks ago, he 
gave up any hopes of having a crop and 
allowed the bugs to have their own way. 
In spite of their numbers, however, tbey 
had not succeeded entirely in eating up 
the rapidly growing vines. In the latter 
part of last week the army worm in- 
vaded the farm of his neighbor, Mr. 
Kenderdiuo, and by Sunday'the worms 
were crosssing over into Mr. Eckenrode's 
land. Early Sunday morning Mr. Ec':- 
enrode went out to observe the progress 
of the pests and in doing so came to the 
potato patch. He found potato bugs as- 
sembled in countless thousands on tho 
edge of tho patch nearest to Mr, Ken- 
derdine's land and facing the direction 
from which the army worms were com- 
ing. 


When Mr. Eckenrode first came to 
the potato patch, the advance guard of 
the worms was arriving. As soon as a 
worm would come within reach of the 
bugs one of them would fasten itself up- 
on his back and begin to eat him, just 
as if he were a succulent potato vine. 
The result would be that before his 
wormship could advance a yard he would 
begin to writhe and wriggle in th^ ago- 
nies of death and would soon be hors de 
combat. 
^ 


The worms, whose appetite is a most 
voracious ono, appeared to be all unsus- 
pecting of the hostile design of the bugs, 
and upon their first approach invariably 
attempted to eat them, supposing, no 
doubt, that they were some new kind of 
vegetable, but the hard shell of the 
bugs served as an impenetrable armor, 
rendering them perfectly safe against 
any weapons 
worms could bring 
against them. 


It is needless to say that Mr. Ecken- 
rode watched this curious battle with 
intense interest. In a short time after 
his arrival the worms began to come by 
the thousands and tens of thousands, 
and the battle raged most furiously. 
The army of potato beetles was. appar- 
ently numberless, and as fast as the ar- 
my worms came on they were attacked 
and killed in the way before described. 
Sometimes, when there was an unusual 
rush, a sort of Pickett's charge, m it 
were, the inflow of worms would' ad- 
vance for a yard or two within the line 
of the bugs, but only to add their dead 
bodies to the wriggling, wiAthing mass. 
The slaughter went on at such a rate 
that in a few hours a strip of ground 
about 10 feet wide along the edge of 
the iK)tato patch was covered to an av- 
erage of a foot ia depth with dead 
worma 


In the meantime the.neighbors for 
^uite a distance axound.had heard of 
this unique battle and had assembled to 
watch it 
From early morning until 
late in the afternoon it kept up, when 
not only did the advancing army worms 
begin to thin out, but the barrier raised 
by the dead bodies of their companions 
prevented farther advancing in that di- 
rection. Then bysome sort of an appar- 
ent understanding among them the 
worms changed the direction of their 
march and ceased to. advance upon the 
demesne of the boigs. The latter, shortly 
after this took place, scattered back 
again among the potato vines and. re- 
sumed their Tisual occupation thereon. 


There, were to all appearances but 
few casualties amonig the bugs, although 
many of them were caught in the crush 
of the advancing worms and smothered 
or trampled to death. 


On Monday hundreds of people from 
all over Pike azid adjoining townships 
came to view the results of this strange 
battle. Mr. Eckenrode estimates that 
the dead worms will weigh probably 
eight tons. He iutends to use them for 
fertilizing 
purposea —• Philadelphia 
Press. 


FISH WITH FOUR LEGS.

Catch,

other day Joss Corliss of Bamesville, 
Minn., caught some "fish with legs," 
and the local fishermen have been stuc^- 
ing all the books on pisciculture they 
have been able to find since in an effort 
to learn their names and haunts. The 
fish" were pat in an aquarium in the 
window of a local jewelry store. In ap- 
pearance they are uot unlike catfish, 
except that they have four well devel- 
oped legs. 


Naturalists claim they are what is 
known as menobranchus, or aquafcio 
American salamander. The other n i ^ t 
one of the chaps jumped out of the tank 
and was found next morning walking 
about at the other end of the store, ap- 
parently comfortable enough and quite 
at home.

DIAMOND ON A WEED. 


Qaeer Way In Which a Taloable Bins 
Was Foand by a Girl. 


„ After having given up all thought of 
ever finding a valuable diamond ring, 
which he lost in a singular way four 
years ago, Robert Grofl, a chief clerk 
in the Pennsylvania railroad ofiBce in 
Philadelphia, living at Berlin, N. J., 
recovered the »jewel on Thursday. Mr. 
Groff was s-;vinging indian clubs on the 
lawn at his farmhouse on one Novem- 
ber eveninj in 1892 when the ring 
slipped from his finger and was lost in 
the grass.

IS SENATOR TURPIE ENGLISH 


Testimony on a Matter Which He Chooses 
to lieave in the Dark.

He was 
graduated from Kenyon college in 1848, 
however, and it is said that he was 
born at least five years before 1829. 


Milton Sills, a pioneer of White 
«ounty, living near Monticello, comes 
out with the statement that Senator 
Turpie was born in London. Sills says 
tliat he challenged Mr. Turpie's vote in 
\Yhite county befoi-e 1860, while Mr. 
Ttarpie was living near him, on tho 
ground that Mr. Turpie was not a voter, 
noi being a naturalized citizen. Mr. 
Turpie then produced his naturalization 
papers, which be had recently taken out 
in White county.—New York Tribune.

Bergen, on the west coast, drive by 
easy stages in the course of a fortnight 
to Christiana, stopf»ing occasionally to 
do a little fishing at the villages along 
the way. Now, I suppose, ht would be 
coneidered a century run for a bicycle. 
However, there is one place that the 
ubiquitous bike, unless of the amphibi- 
ous type, can hardly have been to yet, 
and that is Quickjock, in Lapland. 


I first saw the little Lapp settle- 
ment when yachts had not degenerated 
into racing machines, and. comfort and 
seaworthiness were considered more 
than speed. We had a comfortable 
cruiser of 140 tons, schooner-rigged, 
and, after crossing the North sea and 
looking in at Copenhagen and Stock- 
holm, sped up the Gulf of Bothnia and 
dropped anchor in tiie snug little har- 
bor of Lulea. Her^ we took the cutter 
with three ol the crew, and, provision- 
ing her for five days, started up the 
Lulea river. There was no lack of 
game to keep us in fresh meat; big 
brown capercallsie blinked at us out 
of the fir tree branches, like ruffled 
grouse, only twice as big and equally 


employe of the Gellivara Lumber com- 
pany, limited, a man with a very large 
family, had been notified by the man- 
ager of our Intended arrival, and by

On leaving Edefors,a couple of stur- 
dy rowers pulled us twenty miles up 
stream in a comfortable boat. We had 
been forewarned to bring with us a 
small rig of villainous 
stuff 
called 
Finkel in case we were ever in a 
hurry. It is the rarest kind of raw 
spirit; smells like turpentine 
and 
tastes like a horse blister. But our 
oarsmen smiled broad smiles of satis- 
faction when ¡we produced a small flask 
of the fiery liquid towards the end of 
the long row. Down it went without a 
tremor of an eye-lid, and they smacked 
their lips over it as if it had been 
brown sherry. The ohant that they 
had uninterruptedly kept up as they 
rowed quickened in measure; the oars 
flashed; the boat fairly flew over the 
water and we arrived at Storbacken in 
time to drive the thirty-five miles that 
separated us from Jackmock before 
supper tline. The road lay over a hilly 
country that seemed entirely devoid of 
animal life; no birds were singing, 
though occasionally a great brown owl 
would lazily flop acroes the road in 
front of us. The trees were stunted 
and 
terribly 
blackened and twisted 
with forest flres that had raged through

as good. With the salmon it was a 
case of out of the river and on to the 
grid. Ducks, geese and swans innumer- 
able flew over our heads in immense 
quantities, 
especially in 
the 
early 
morning and toward evening, if even- 
ing It could be called, for the sun shone 
all night, and there was no such thing 
as darkness. So, with the forecastle 
awning for a tent and freshly-cut pine 
boughs for beds, we fared sumptuously. 
Only one thing disturbed us, and'that 
wag the unremitting attentions of the 
mosquitoes, who never left us i^ peace, 
mofning, noon or night! 


After reaching Roebacken, where 
there- are some extensive rapids, we 
sent the boat back to the yacht and 
continued our journey by road in two- 
wheeled stoll cars, a machine without 
springs and warranted to reduce the 
strongest man to a jelly within—well, 
the time has never been actually tested, 
because the few Europeans who have 
used them invariably got out and walk- 
ed after the first half mile. I must ad- 
mit, however, that the roads are almost 
equally to blame, for the ruts average 
two feet deep and there are holes that 
you might swim 
through 
in 
wet 
•weather every hundred yards or so. 
Roads, as a matter of fact, are little 
used in Lapland; rivers and lakes are 
the travelers' highway and it Is only 
when the snow is on the ground that 
the roads, become of any use. 


them last summer. The silence was 
absolutely oppressive and an attempt 
to enliven things with a song resulted 
in a dismal failure. 


Up and down we went, the road wind- 
ing round ^làkes and through foreste, 
occasionally crossing the river on rick- 
ety bridges where it looked as if a lit- 
tle extra weight would break the rot- 
ten boards and send us down fifty feet 
M» so into the roaring torrent below. 


n v e miles from Jockmock we cross- 
efl'^'-tii^ Arctic circle. There was no 
iron post>tW5iriE iIiCL^T;oad to tell' us 
so, nor did our post boy enligHtcn-t«::, 
as the sum total of his English, which 
he had learned from a previous travel- 
er and of which he was very proud, 
was "uphill," "downhill" and "level 
hill"—-words which he kept repeating 
and which fairly indicated thè nature 
of the country—no, we learned our 
whereabouts from an excellent pqcket 
map with which, the Gellivara com- 
pany's manager had provided us. . Of 
course, we felt very elated to think that 
we had crossed the mystic circle and 
penetrated the h3T)erborean regions of 
the Laplander, and at supper that night 
did full justice to the salmon steak, 
duck's eggs, reindeer stew, pancakes 
and wild strawberries that our host 
provided. 


There is little to distinguish the Lap- 
land men from the Lapp women, foi 
both wear their 'hair long and both

It was a relief to find a steamer 
waiting when we got to the end of our 
eighteen miles' drive and shook hands 
with our jehu after paying his fare, 
which was at the usual rate of a 
quarter for every seven miles. 
One 
must always shake hands in the north 
after paying money, or when saying 
good-by. I remember a small boy who 
brought me a handful of worms one 
day when I was fishing. I didn't want 
the worms, but gave him a few coppers 
to show my appreciation of the atten- 
tion. To my surpise he gravely put 
out a wormy hand for mejLO shake. It 
was his way of saying "thank you." 


Our steamer took us fifty miles up 
the river to a place caller 
Edefors, 
where there were just three houses; 
luckily, the owner of one of tTiem. an ' 


wear, bloomers. 
They are so small 
that at first I frequently mistook full- 
grown couples for children of 14 and 
15. 


From Jockmock to our destination 
was a two days' journey over a rocky 
foretfi path and across lakes studded 
with islands, where sudden squalls are 
apt to capsize the boat if you allow 
the boatmen to mako fast the sheet 
of the sail, as they invariably do unless 
prevented. 


In winter the Lapp has two methods 
of locomotion. Either he hitches one 
or more reindeer, each by a single 
rope, to a sleigh, which in form is like 
a canoe cut in half in the middle with 
the sawn part boarded up; or he gets 
over the ground on snow-flhoes that 
are eight feet long and five inches wide.

AZAR'S marvelous 
success in painting 
the nude 
is attri- 
buted to his habit 
of posing his mod- 
elB out of doors, and 
now, should 
you 
chance 
to 
wheel 
along some country 
lane and see a god- 
dess in the 
attire 
effected on one oc- 
casion by Lady Godiva of Coventry you 
must not be surprised or indignant. 


It is only the development of a new 
artistic idea, the results of which, the 
artists will tell you, will enable the 
painter to achieve color effects that it 
Is Impossible to obtain 
by 
painting 
from the model in the studio. 


The north light ofl the studio is not 
the light of nature. 
It has not the 
clarity of the light of out-of-doors, and 
it falls upon the model and brings out 
tones that are not naturalistic. 


Because of all this, It is reported that 
many artists are going this summer to 
set up their easels in the woods or^by 
the sea, there to paint from the model 
In the bright or softened light oC out- 
of-doors, that never enters any studio. 
The naturalistic painters are th^ ones 
that are going to do this sort of thing. 
The idea is, as might be fancieid, not 
American, but French. 


Startling aa this may appear, the ar- 
tistic mind is prepared for it by the 
Parisian precedent. Adolph j:<azar, a 
painter occupying a studio In the Paris 
Latin 
quarter, 
made necessity 
the 
mother of 
Invention. Half a dozen 
years ago he was in despait. He had 
conceived the idea of the plctiire of a 
nymph which he hoped to exhibit in 
the salon. 
The early sketches 
were 
made and his model secured. 


Where to paint his picture was a 
question that puzzled him. T^ile light 
In his studio was white enoug?a, but It 
was not the light the artist desired, 
and that he thought must ha^e fallen 
upon the nymphs of old. He must ap- 
proximate that light as close];y as pos- 
sible. 


Where could he secure it?, Nowhere 
better, he argued, than in the woods. 
So he picked out a spot, intending to 
make his studies there and finieh the 
painting at home. 
And it was in the 
woods that this idea occurred to him: 
Why not pose the model here in the 
open air? Why not catch directly on 
the canvas the effect of the strangely 
softened 
light that 
finds 
its 
way 
through 
the 
leafy 
screen! to 
the 
ground?" 


And Lazar did this. 
Dajp after day 
his model was posed by the banks of a 
little stream, and the result of his work 
was a picture which Int'irpreted per- 
fectly the natural flesh t4nits, the soft 
sunlight on graceful limbs, the lights 
and shadows of the human figure seen 
in the open air and untfer the ta:ees. 
The painting was a success. 
It was 
discussed by the world 'of art, and 
solved a question that b<iad perplexed 
artists for years. 


The solution was so Bimpie that it 
bad not been thought of before^ Thou- 
sands and thousands of thousands of 
dollars had been spent in fitting up 
elaborate studios containing not only 
roofs but sides and ft-onts of glass. 
Other studios were built on the roofs 
of houses, all to obtain the co»veted 
natural light of the woods, hut there 
was always something lacking. Ijazar, 
the struggling artist, settled all ¡ques- 
tions by going direct to nature. 
* * * 


No secret was made of the manner in 
which the perfect tones of Itazar's 
nymph had been obtained. In a month 
half a dozen artists were poslrfg un- 
draped models in as many points -of the 
woods about Paris. 
One of tbte first 
models to be taken to the wooiils was 
the famous Sarah Brown. She vras the 
first, too, who discovered that the n»w 
idea was a boon to models. The. air i^ot 
only had a beneficial effect on her, she 
found, but removed half the f.'i.tigfU'e cfX 
posing for a length of time in a d^fOcult 
attitude. 


Beyond Paris, in prance» tWe idea 
spread rapidly. Nowhere, howei/er, did 
it become so popular as at Grflz, near 
the river, the scenery there beijng par- 
ticularly beautiful. 
The iFreijich ar- 
tists, who take readily^ to aiiy new 
method, 
no 
matter 
how 
fireakisli, 
grasped this upon 
Instant. 
From 
no quarter was th^ slightest olbjection 
heard. 


One artist at Qiez posed his umdrapcd 
model in his b^tek yard beneath, a grape 
arbor. 
The artist's mother liad lor 
years been in the custom of sitting at a 
rear window to watch her son palrct In 
the back yard, and still remal'aed there. 
They look upon that sort of thing dil- 
ferentiy abroad than here.

The Youngstown Telegram has the 
following on the important question of 
umpires: "President Powers' failure to 
maintain a good stafi of umpires is one 
of the deplorable things in the Inter 
State league today. Some attribute 
this state of affairs to Toledo. 
Toledo 
is in the Inter-State league, but wants 
to get in the Western league. 
She 
wants to bad. 
In fact greater conces- 
sions were made to Toledo than to any 
other city in the league in order to get 
her in and make the league a 'go.' 
With Toledo looking upward and ready 
at any time to jump into the bigger 
league, the fines which the umpires 
imposed on the Toledo men did not 
'go' as readily as they cdHght with 
President Powers. 
This, it is said, was 
the beginning of the rowdyism on the 
part of the players and the ineflaciency 
which has marked some of the um- 
pires.

TERED BY POTATO 
BEETLES.

tho worms was arriving. As soon as a 
worm would como within reach of tho 
bugs 0110of them would fasten itself up- 
on his back and begin to eat him, just 
as if he wero a succulent potato vine. 
Tho result would bo that beforo his 
•worruship ronld advance a yard he would 
begin to writhe and wriggle in the ago- 
nies of death andwonld soon be hors do 
combat. 
N 


Tho worms, whoso appetite is a most 


voracious ono, appeared to bo all unsus- 
pecting of tho hostilo design of the bugs, 
and upon their first approach invnriablj 
attempted to eat tnem, supposing, no 
doubt, that they woro some new kind ol 
vegetable, tut tho hard shell of tho 
bugs served as an impenetrable armor, 
rendering them perfectly safe against; 
any weapons tho -worms could bring 
against them. 


It la needless to say that Mr. Ecken- 


rodo watched this curious battlo with 
intense interest. In a short time after 
his arrival tho worms began to come by 
tho thousands and tens of thousand.", 
and tho battlo raged most furiously, 
Tho army of potato beetles was appar- 
ently numberless, and as fast as tho ar- 
my worms camo on they wero attacked 
and killed in the way beforo described. 
Sometimes, when there was an unusual 
rush, a sort of Pickctt's charge, as it 
were, tho inflow of worms would ad- 
vance for a yard or two within the line 
of the bugs, but only to add their dead 
bodies to tlw wriggling, writhing mas*. 
Tho slaughter went on at such a rate 
that in a few hours a strip of ground 
about 10 feot wido along tho edge of 
tho potato patch was covx-red to au av- 
erage of a foot in depth with dead 
•worms. 


Iu tho meantime tho.neighbors for 


quite a distance oronnd.had heard of 
this unique battle and had assembled to 
watch it 
Prom early morning until 


late in tho afternoon it kept up, when 
not only did tho advancing army worms 
begin to thin out, but the barrier raised 
by tho dead bodies of their companions 
prevented farther advancing in that di- 
rection. Then by-some sort of an appar- 
ent understanding 
among them the 


' worms changed tho direction of their 
inarch aud ceased to advance upon tho 
demesne of tho bugs. Tho lattrr, shortly 
after this took place, scattered back 
again among tho potato vines and.ro- 
sumed their usual occupation thereon. 


Thero wero to all appearances bat 


few casualties among tho bugs, although 
many of them wero caught in tho crush 
of the advancing worms and smothered 
or trampled to death. 


On Monday hundreds of people from 


all over Pikb and adjoining townships 
came to view the, results of this strange 
battlo. Mr. Eckeurodo estimates that 
the dead worms will weigh probably 
eight tons. He intends to use them for 
fertilizing 
purposes. — Philadelphia

as good. With the salmon it was a 
case of out of the liver and on to the 
grid.

So, with the forecastle 
awning for a tent and freshly-cut pine 
boughs for beds, we fared sumptuously.

After reaching fioebacken, where 


there are some extensive rapids, we 
sent the boat back to the yacht and 
continued our Journey by road ia two- 
wheeled stall cars, a machine without 
springs and warranted to reduce the 
strongest man to a jelly within—well, 
the time has never been actually tested, 
because the few Europeans who have 
used them invariably got out and walk- 
ed after the first half mile.

HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


James Ward Meets a Sadden 


and Shocking Deatb. 


Foot Cangtit in n Frog Wlillo Switch- 


loic Cnr» nt KTortli .Iiulson—

At 6:20 o'clock this evening the lac- 


erated remains of James Ward will be 
brought to this city, over the Nickel 
Plate, and taken to the Peltier under- 
taking establishment and thence to 35 
Melita street, the home of Richard 
Woulfe, who is an uncle of the de- 
ceased. 


Mr. Ward met his death ht North 


Judson, Ind., a station on the Indiana 
Illinois and Iowa road, Saturday even- 
ing, and the circumstances under which 
it occurred were of the most shocking 
character. He was engaged on th»t 
road as a freight brakem&n, and while 
doing some switching at North Judson, 
«aught one of bin feet in a frog and was 
jiw over by a car, bis lower limbs being

terribly wangled.

train 


men heard bis cry for help when he 
found himself about to be mi down, 
but they could do nothing to avert the 
accident and were compelled to stand, 
horrified spectators of the aw'ul aflair. 
Death was almost instantaneous 


Mr. Ward was foimerly employed in 


toe train service of the Grand Kapids 
and Indian* road, being pne of tbote 
•who lost their positions''during tho 
strike of the/American Railway union. 
From railroading he went into the 
grocery business with Peter Flynn and 
shortly 
afterwards 
sold 
out 


and engaged in 
the 
manufacture 


of cigare with James A. Mahoncy. 
April 17, J895, Mr. AUhoney died, and 
Mr. Ward assumed entire control of the 
business and conducted it until last 
summer, when he sold out and resumed 
his old occupation, securing a position 
on lh« 1.1. & I. M freight biakeman.
